Port Jers; William C. Drake, Garrett
Fay, O. Young, C. Harrison, Hobart.
The police are of the opinion that most
of the bonds were stolen from the body
of Captain Colvocorreses who was
found dead iu a field near Bridgport.
Connecticut, one year ago, having died
from a pistol-h- ot wound iu the head.

Baldwin, whose bonds were stolen, re-
side at Glenn At the time of the
robbery of this bank one hundred and
ninety thousand dollars were taken, and
this is the first clue to them. The cash-
ier has been telegraphed for to Identify
the bonds.
